Oh April 16th I asked the 
people of California once 
again to jon me in cuttting 
their own taxes — I pro¬ 
posed an initiative for the 
June, 1980 ballot whi ch 
would: 

1. Reduce California in¬ 
come tax 50 per cent. 

2. Index the income tax 
fully to the CPI. 

3. Eliminate the business 
inventory tax. 

4. Freeze sales taxes at 
current levels. 

The revenue impact of this 
program is not severe. The 
Iiersonal income tax is grow¬ 
ing at a rate faster than 
property taxes were prior to 
Proposition 13. Despite the 
reduction and indexing, the 
personal income tax should 
.still yield roughly $4.5 bil¬ 
lion in 1982-83 and grow hy 
an amount equivalent the 
annual growth in California 
personal income theroaftor. 
H, C. VVainwT’lght & Co., pre¬ 
dicts that California’s per- 
.‘onal income will grow $11C 
billion more than previously 
estimated by 1989 due to 
Proposition 13’s impact. 

Since the Legislative Ana¬ 
lyst is projecting State Gen¬ 
eral Fund income for 1982- 
83 at $24.5 billion, the in¬ 
come tax cut would be only 
18.4 per cent. And the to¬ 
tal revenue lo.ss of the pro¬ 
gram would be only $4.8 bil¬ 
lion, 12 per cent of the total 
expected revenue in 1982-83. 
Overall economic stimula¬ 
tion resulting from the tax 
cuts (a.s they did following 
13’s pa.ssage) could reduce 
the revenue loss by a very 
substantial percentage, per¬ 
haps as low’ as 7 to 9 per 
cent. A loss well within the 
ability of government to ad¬ 


just to through greater eco¬ 
nomies and efficiencies and 
elimination of low priority 
programs. 

When you consider that 
f)ur current projected sur- 
plu.s, even after Proposition 
13 is $8 billion, or $1 bil¬ 
lion more than before 13; 
and taking into account our 
current overall level of tax¬ 
ation and our projected eco¬ 
nomic situation, this new 
initiative is a moderate stop 
to relieve a still over-bur¬ 
dened taxpayer. 

Former U.S. Treasury Sec¬ 
retary William Simon has 
endorsed this program and 
will be serving on our Ad¬ 
visory Committee. At this 
time, I ask you to consider 
supporting this program and 
editorializing favorably for 
its adoption.

The 
amusement center was to 
contain pinball machines, 
video games, an area for 
darts and a place to play 
backgammon, checkers, chess 
and have refreshments. Of 
course, this was to be a pro¬ 
fit making enterprise — 
that’s our American system, 
but w’e had many other rea¬ 
sons behind our cho-jsing to 
operate this kind of busi¬ 
ness. Sierra Madre has very 
little to offer its citizens in 
the fonn of entertainment. 
There is only the Community 
The.ater group which is only 
epen on select weekends. 
The young people of the 
community are particularly 
affected. The Teen Club at 
the Recreation Center is 
only open one night a week.

Those who filed 
this (jetition have acted un¬ 
fairly in not consulting any 
of us involved in the arcade. 
We would have been happy 
to explain our plans. Ob¬ 
viously they are concerned 
about the welfare of the 
local youth, as are wo. We 
had planned constant adult 
supervision and there were 
to be strict behavior and 
dress codes. Youngsters were 
not to be permitted in the 
arcade during school hours 
so as not to encourage ti-u- 
ancy and the arcade was tc 
close at 9 p.m. each week 
night. The petition suggests 
that gambling would take 
place in the arcade. Every¬ 
one knows these are games 
of skill and are played strict¬ 
ly for the fun of it.
